No.l-9/2009-PN-II/PN-l—In exercise of the powers conferred by Rule 14(C) and Rule 32 of the Rules of the 
National University of Educational Planning & Administration (NUEPA), New Delhi, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely :- 

1. Short title and commencement:- (1) These rules may be called the National University of Educational Planning & 
Administration (NUEPA), New Delhi (Vice-Chancellor) Recruitment Rules, 2015. 

(2) These shall come into force on the date of their notification. 

2. Definitions:- In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires; 

(a) “Memorandum of Association and Rules’’ means Memorandum of Association and Rules of National 
University of Educational Planning & Administration (NUEPA), New Delhi; 

(b) Service Rules means Service Rules of National University of Educational Planning & Administration 
(NUEPA), New Delhi; 

(c) “Vice-Chancellor” means the National University of Educational Planning & Administration (NUEPA), New 
Delhi - appointed by the Central Government under clause 14 (C) and clause 32 of the Rules of the National 
University of Educational Planning & Administration (NUEPA), New Delhi. 

3. Method of recruitment and other matters:- The method of recruitment and other matters relating of the post of Vice- 
Chancellor shall be specified in columns 3 to 12 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

4. Disqualification - No person:- 

(i) Who had entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(ii) Who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such a person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 
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5. Power to relax:- Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
or persons. 

6 . Saving:- Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Schedules Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard. These 
rules, shall also not affect any existing recruitment already made or for which recruitment process has already commenced. 

7. Other conditions of service:- The other conditions of service of the Vice Chancellor for which no specific 
provisions have been provided in these rules, shall be regulated in accordance with such rules as are, from time to time, 
applicable to officers of the Central Government Group A drawing the pay and allowances in corresponding scale of pay.

No. 2-3/2015-TCO—To promote rapid development in all aspects of telecommunications, the Telecom Commission 
was established by the Government of India vide Resolution dated ll lh April, 1989. Before supersession of the Planning 
Commission, the Telecom Commission was composed of a Chairman [Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Department of Telecommunications], four full time members [Member (Finance), Member (Production), Member (Services) 
& Member (Technology)] and four part time members [Secretary (Department of Electronics & Information Technology), 
Secretary (Department of Economic Affairs), Secretary (Planning Commission) & Secretary (Department of Industrial Policy 
& Promotion)]. After supersession of the Planning Commission and its replacement by the NITI (National Institution for 
Transforming India) Aayog, only three part time Members were left with the Telecom Commission. To lend value to the 
deliberations of the Telecom Commission, a need was being felt to introduce the Chief Executive Officer, NITI Aayog as its 
part-time Member because the NITI Aayog has been mandated to serve as a Think Tank of the Government. 
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2. The Government of India has accordingly decided to nominate the Chief Executive Officer, NITI (National 
Institution for Transforming India) Aayog as a part-time Member of the Telecom Commission in place of Secretary, Planning 
Commission. 


ORDER 

ORDERED that a copy of the Resolution be communicated to all Ministries/Departments of the Government of 
India and the others concerned for information. 

ORDERED also that the Resolution be published in the Gazette of India for general information.
